Yokohama, Tokio’s port, was de- 
stroyed. Probably more complete 
destruction has been wrought there 
than in the capital itself. Its great 
docks were torn asunder, its shipving 
wrecked, the public buildNore and 
homes leveled to the earth. 

Explosions Followed Shock. 

All advices received here indicate 

a succession of earth disturbances 
in that area extending for many 
miles inland and to the north, and 
everywhere the first destructive 
forces were augmented by explosions, 
the bursting of water mains, the 
overflow of rivers and the overpow- 
ering rush of tidal waves.
